Observed in State 


Auburn, Ala.—Poultry 
were warned this week that 
coccidosis has been noticed in 
practically every section of the 
state. John Ivey, API Extension 
Poultryman, said wet weather 
has made the outbreak of the 
dreaded disease worse. 

As a prevention against the 
disease, which most generally 
attacks chickens six to twelve 
weeks old, Ivey advises poultry- 
men to keep houses dry and 
ventilated. Avoid overcrowding, 
add fresh litter or clean houses 
often, and keep equipment sani- 
tary, he adds, 

If an outbreak occurs, remove 
litter every other day for a 
week. Add one per cent sulfa- 
guanadine powder to the mash 
for one and one-half days and 
skip four days. Then give the 
treated mash again for one day. 
Skip four days again and feed 
one more day, making a total 
of three treatments. If the birds 
go off feed before the four-day 
interval has elapsed, feed the 
treated mash immediately, The 
house need not be cleaned 
while this treatment is used,

NLRB Hearing 


Ends; Decision 
Comes Later 


The NLRB hearing on the 
case of the local CIO and Dor- 
sey Trailers was terminated 
here Tuesday. Trial Examiner, 


John H. Badie, left for Washing- 
ton where he will give a report 
and a recommendation to the 
NLRB in fifteen days. 

The union attempted to prove 
that the company practiced 
discrimination and had failed to 
cooperate in collective bargain- 
ing. They centered the case 
around the “beating” of union 
official James P, Hardin on the 
streets of Elba last December. 

Three union witnesses, Dew- 
berry, Collins, and Burk gave 
testimony incriminating police 
chief Fred Harper and Kem- 
mey Dorsey; however, Dewberry 
and Collins both  diseredited 
themselves on the stand, 

In telling his story Dewberry 
was forced to admit that he had 
already given ‘a false story in 
an FBI investigation here early 
in the year, Collins, who follow- 
ed Dewberry to the stand ad- 
mitted that if Dorsey had been 
willing to have paid him 500 
doUars he would have kept his 
mouth shut, 

Chief Harper, who was _ ac- 
cused by the witnesses as pay- 
ing them to beat up Harper, 
states that it is “utterly ridi- 
culous.” He says they were paid 


to testify and believes he can 
prove it in due time. 
Board representative Whit- 


taker tried to picture Dewberry, 
Collins and Burk as heroes who 
were endangering their lives to 
tell the truth. The hearing was 


| moved to Dothan last Thursday 


for the protection of these men 
who were allegedly “afraid” to 
testify in Elba.

Farm-} 
ers who would like to plant al- 
falfa this fall should turn or 
break their land now; then 
disk or harrow often enough to 
keep down all weeds and grass 
until fall. MO not break or turn 
land in lgte summer as this will

ruin the effect of fallowing. 

Farmers who do a good job 
fallowing stand a better chance 
to succeed with alfalfa. The 
county agent will be glad to 
assist and furnish complete in- 
formation to any farmer wish- 
ing to try alfalfa this fall.

Turn Fallow Land 
For Fall Seeding 


Alabama farm- 
planning to grow crimson 
clover and certain other fall 
seeded crops have begun to fix 
their seedbeds. 

In addition to land for crim- 
son clover, alone or with rye- 
rass, areas for permanent pas- 
tures and alfalfa are being 
turned’ now. After turning, D, R. 
Harbor, API Extension assistant 
Agronomist, says to leaye fields 
in the rough until after the 
first rain. Then disk or harrow 
often enough to keep down all 
weeds and grass. 

Harbor cautions farmers not 
to turn the land again later in 
the summer, since this will ruin 
the effect of fallowing. Lime 
tests should be made and if the 
material is needed, it should be 
put down now. County Agents 
can make lime tests for farmers. 

Farmers who do the best job 
of turning and fallowing land 
will have the best and earliest 
stands this fail, reminds Harbor,

FOR PEANUT CROP 


Auburn, Ala.—The State PMA 
Committee has gone on record 
as opposing marketing quotas 
on next year's peanut crop. 

In a message to growers and 
agricultural workers discussing 
proposed peanut quotas in 
Washington, the Commttee said 
Since there is no surplus of pea- 
nuts and the seed continues to 
be great, there is no reason for 
quotas. Under marketing quotas, 
last used in 1942, each grower 
has a limit on the number of 
acres he may plant.

mately came the final day of reck 


oning, It always does! The catas- 
trophe which had long been ap- 
proaching had arrived at last. 


The fall of a capital city, which 
carries with it the empire, is a 
world-shaking event. The fall of 
Rome shattered the world for a 
thousand years, The fall of Berlin 
and Tokyo are within the memory 
of all of us, and the results are 
seen in a disordered world. 

The destruction of Jerusalem, 
which our lesson presents, was even 
more serious; for it was not only a 
national tragedy, but also one with 
deep religious significance. 

The wicked king Jeholakim 
sueceeded by his son Jeholachin, a 
mere boy who reigned only three 
months. He gave way to Nebuchad- 
nezzar, who appointed as his suc- 
cessor his uncle Zedekiah 

It is in the verses just preceding 
our lesson that we learn that Zede- 
kiah turned against Babylon in an 
act of 

I. Rebellion (vy. 1). 

Zedekiah ignored his oath of alle- 
giance (II Chron. 86:13), for which 
he was condemned by Ezekiel as a 
traitor (lzek. 17:13-18). Zedekiah 
has well been called the vanishing 
point in a diminishing line of kings. 
It was an evil thing he did (II Kings 
24:19), and one which showed his 
conceit, vanity and rashness. 

True it was that he only followed 
| what he had learned from his pred 
| ecessors, but that is never a yood 
excuse for a man foolishly to turn 
against God's will. 

Observe that God was not just a 
| disinterested spectator, and yet he 
| had come to the place where he let 
| Judah go down to its ,own awful 
doom. The worst thing that can hap- 
pen to a man or a nation is to be 
let alone by God!

| Zedeklah’s act of folly quickly 
| brought 

Il. Retribution (vy, 2-10). 


Jeremiah urged Zedekiah to sur- 
render (see Jer. 37, 38) in order to 
save Jerusalem and himself, but he 
refused, and the city was besieged. 

The king’s refusal to hear God's 
| prophet and his turning to Egypt 
for help speak tous of the manner 
in which unrepentant sinners reject 
God’s merey and then seek help at 
the hopeless cisterns of this world 
| (Jer, 2:13), 

The king tried to flee, but 
| taken captive. Then came the siege 
|} of Jerusalem. For one and one-half 
years the enemy gradually closed 
in, while famine and distress grew 
apace in the city. Jeremiah went 
through this entire period sharing 
his people’s trouble. The book of 
Lamentations is the record of this 
eyewltness. 

Sin does its terrible work. Even 
as it can take a great city and turn 
it into a plague spot marked by 
cruelty, suffering and death, even 
so it can bring forth its inevitable 
and unspeakable results in the life 
of the individual who persists in re- 
sisting the voice of God 

Note also that the sin of Zedekiah 
brought quick judgment, not 
on himself, but upon his innocent 
children (v. 7), and on many in the 
besieged city who were equally 
guiltless of wrongdoing, It is again 
a picture of what sin does today in 
the homes and communities of our 
nation.

The fall of Jerusalem prepared 


| the way for the closing scene of the 


immediate history of the nation as 
the people went into captivity. It 
also ended for the time being the 
history of the city that had once so 
proudly held a position of privilege 
and power, but was now brought 
down by its sin and_ rebellion 
against God 

We say rightly that history re 
peats itself. We see that any nation 
that lifts itself up in pride and for- 
gets God will inevitably perish. We 
ask ourselves where our beloved 
country stands. As we consider its 
debauchery and drunkenness, its 
disregard of moral standards, its 
indifference to the things of God, we 
feel that instead of pointing a finger 
of scorn at Judah, we ought to be on 
our faces before God in penitence 
and shame. 

Let us not assume that we hold a 


place of favor with God, which 
exempts us from the certainty of 
judgment. Israel was his chosen, 


and they still are, for his promise: 
of ultimate blessing to them have 
never been withdrawn, But their 


the same {s true today not only of 
the nation but of the individual, 
The Sunday school lessons will 
take up the history of Israel again 
at this point in April, 1948, when we 
consider the captivity and the par- 
tial return af the people to their 
land.

Gardners Keep Busy 
Fighting Many Pests 


Auburn, Ala.—Alabama home 
vardners were at work this week 
on parden pests that are both- 
ering beans, tomatoes, corn and 
other yegetables. 

Worst offender to date is the 
Mexican bean beetle. The first 
|}brood of yellow fuzzy worms— 
jimmature stage of the beetle— 
ihas hit many gardens, especi- 
ally those in Central Alabama. 
| Weekly dustings of cryolite or 
derris are urged by W. A. Ruffin 
API Extension Gardner, He says 
that cryolite can be used full 
strength or diluted with tale 
down to 60 per cent strength 
and derris dust must contain 
.75 per cent rotenone. 

Tomatoes are fruiting in most 
of the state and may be attack- 
ed by blight, nailhead rust, and 
fruif worm. Ruffin advises 
weekly applications of dust con- 
taining 50 per cent eryolite and 


five per cent copper. 


In South Alabama, early 
corn needs protection against 
worms which seriously damage 
ears. A dust that has three 


per cent DDT dusted lightly on 
silks every three days for four 
applications keeps’ worms down. 
Make first application as soon 
us Silks can be seen. Since the 
DDT cannot get to the grain 
there is no danger in suing the 
material. 

Worms on fruits of cucumbers 
squash and canteloupe are con- 
trolled with a dust having 50 
per cent cryolite and five per 
cent copper. Ruffin says to 
make the first dusting when the 
plants start blooming and_ to 
dust every week.
